At the scene of the accident the track is 
torn up for a distance of 100 feet, some of 
the rails being thrown over the embank- 
ment, and others twisted and sticking up 
in the air. 

The train was going at moderate rate of 
speed, but the engineer did not see the ob- 
struction until it was too late to check the 
movement of the train. Brakes were ap- 
plied, but the engine was already off the 
track and it and the coaches were pushed 
down the twenty-foot embankment. 

Those who escaped at once began the 
work of rescuing those who were caught 
under the debris of the wreck, and they 
were made as comfortable as possible. 

Word was at once sent to this city, and 
physciians hurried to the scene. Very few 
of the passengers escaped some injury.

Fruit and Other Crops Have Suf- 
fered Great Damage. 


WIDE AREA OF THE WAVE. 
Rising Temperature Tuesday Night 


and Much Warmer and Fair 
Wednesday. 


Frosts occurred this morning in Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, In- 
dian Territory and Eastern Minnesota, with 
seven inches of snow in central and north 
part of lower Michigan. It was snowing to- 
day in Western Qhio, and snow covers the 
mountain tops in Kentucky and North Car- 


olina. At Elizabethtown, N. J., the ground 
is frozen. he cool wave covers the entire 
country east of the Pacific Slope region. 

In the West the temperature is rising 
rapidly under the influence of a low pressure 
area, 8 was central this morning in the 

otas. 

The temperature is 5 to 10 degrees lower 
this morning in Lower Michigan, the Ohio 
Valley, Tennessee and Missouri and 10 and 
15 warmer in the Dakotas, Kansas, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and Montana. 

According to the Weather Bureau the 
weather to-night and to-morrow will be: 

For St. vis and vicinity—Fair and 
warmer Tuesday night; fair and warmer 
Wednesday. ' 

For Missouri—Fair, warmer to-night; 
Wednesday showers, with warmer in east 
portion. 

For Illinois—Fair, warmer to-night; Wed- 
nesday warmer, with showers.

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 14.—The Missouri 
weekly crop report bulletin says: 

From the 5th to the 10th the temperature 
averaged from 9 to 14 degrees above the 
normal, but on the evening of the 10th a cool 
Wave spread over the State and the mean 
temperature of the lith was from 6 to 12 de- 
grees below the normal. Light frosts oc- 
curred on the morning of the lith, doing 
slight damage to tender plants in some of 
the northern counties. Drought still pre- 
vails in a number of the western and sev-

WBBB CITY, Mo., May 14.—The coldest 
weather here in years at this season was 
that of last night. This morning the ther- 
mometer registered 42. 

VERONA, Mo., May 14:—Frost fell here the 
night of the llth, also the night of the 12th. 
No damage was done. Crops of all kinds 
are very promising. The fruit prospect is 
the best for years. 


Big Fruit.Crop Destroyed.

SHELBYVILLE, Mo., May 14.—A killing 
freeze and frost visited this country last 
night, destroying all the garden truck, freez- 
ing the corn that is up, destroying. the 
peaches and cherries and injuring the ap 
ples, when there was a most favorable pros- 
pect for a big yield of fruit, and, in fact, 
all kinds of crops. The people of Shelby 
County are much discouraged this morning 
over the havoc wrought by the frost, and 
freeze last night. The weather is moderat- 
ing this morning. 


Illinois. 


CHICAGO, May 13.—The Illinois weekly 
weather crop bulletin, issued to-day, says: 

The past week was marked by very high 
temperatures til Friday, when quite gen- 
eral showers preceded a sudden and heavy 
fall in temperature, with the remainder of 
the week cold and raw. Light frosts were 
common in all northern counties, but except 
slight damage to tender vegetation—corn 
sprouts, vegetables and a few fruits—in 
northwest counties, little damage was dore. 
It is, however, hoped much good will come 
from the cold in retarding the too rank 
growth of rye, wheat and oats in north and 
west central counties, and in killing the 
insect pests of the east, central and south- 
ern counties of the State. Small grain, ex- 
cept in southern counties, is doing well, 
rye heading out over the entire State and 
wheat in southern and central counties; tn 
southern counties wheat is much damaged 
by drought and insects, and corn and clover 
are being injured by cutworms. The tem- 
perature of the week has been about 8 de- 
grees daily above the normal, rainfah 
about normal (75 of an inch) and sunshine 
slightly above; favorable —— and 
planting weather. Corn is pre ly all 
planted and first flelds are being cultivated. 

CARLINVILLE, III., May 14.—The heav- 
lest frost and freeze known here for years 
for so late in the season visited this county 
last night. As a result, corn and potatoes 
are bitten to the ground. The strawberry. 
grape and cherry crops are ruined and all 
vegetation presents a sad sight this morn- 
ing. The damaged sustained will amount to 
thousands of dollars.

OMAHA, Neb., May 14.— Reports from va- 
rious parts of Nebraska indicate some dam- 
age to corn. This is the only grain affected. 
In spots blocks of ten to twenty acres are 
totally destroyed, but this is confined to 
low lands. The acreages cannot be de- 
creased in the State, however, by this fact, 
in view of the rapidity with which farmers 
are replanting those patches destroyed. No 
other damage is noticeable, except in the 
way of fruits. Many orchards are blasted. 
The damage in this line will probably be 
one-third of the entire crop. 

On the whole, Nebraska’s crop prospects 
were never so satisfactory as at present. 


Michigan Fruit Belt Safe. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 14.—Reports this 
‘morning from the fruit belt in the Western 
part of the State are somewhat conflicting, 
but most of them agree that no serious dam- 
age has been done, and if the wind continues 
until to-morrow all danger from frost will 
be over. Strawerries are far advanced and 
some anxiety is felt coneerning that crop, 
but peaches and apples are still safe. Gar- 
den truck has been nipped in some sections.

Turks Tried to Conceal the Ar- 
menian Massacre. 


WHAT COMMISSIONERS FIND. 


Ignited Petroleum Failing, a River 
Was Turned on the 
Bodies. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 14.—The Com- 
mission which has been investigating the 
atrocities in Armenia. traversed the devas- 
tated villages and arrived at Ghelly-Guzan, 
where 120 houses were found to have been 
burned. The people were sheltered in 
‘miserable huts and ample proof was found 
of the truth of the stories told regarding | 
the massacre of Armenians and that their 
bodies were thrown in lartze numbers into a 
pit, where the Turks endeavored to conceal 
their crime by pouring barrels of petroleum 
upon the corpges:and setting fire.to the oll. 
The flames, however, failed to consume the 
mass and a stream was dammed and di- 
verted from its course in order to wash 
away the half-burned bodies. But even this 
failed to obliterate the evidences of the ter- 
rible violence done by the Turks, and the 
local authorities were compelled to remove 
the remains piecemeal. The villagers had 
removed the bulk of the bodies and interred 
them in consecrated ground before the ar- 
rival of the commission. 

Two other pits were searched. One was 
Situated in a ravine neary Ghelly Guzan, 
and inside it was found a decapitated trunk 
and other remains. But few bodies, how- 
ever, were found. The villagers told the 
delegates that they had removed the corpses 
from this pit. The exhalation from the pits 
were so frightful that the delegates ex- 
perienced great trouble in prevailing upon 
the laborers to finish their horrible task.. 

As a result of the investigation and the 
reports of the delegates of the Powers, the 
Powers have submitted notes to the Turk- 
ish Government impressing upon the porte 
the necessity of promptly inaugurating a 
scheme for Armenian reforms which should 
include the appointment of Christian offi- 
cials in Armenia, the Powers to have the 
right to veto the appointments of the Gov- 
ernors. The notes of the delegates to the 
Powers do not base their suggestions on the

Island Was a Resort of 
Thugs and River Pirates Be- 
fore the War. 


Another find of buried treasure has been 
made on Gabaret Island, above Bissell’s 
Point. The spot is also known as Pirates’ 
Island, and all kinds of stories are told of it. 
It was known as a resort of river pirates in 
earlier days—men who lived by theft and 
plunder. A wreck was their natural booty; 
their share of the salvage was what they 
could carry away, and the personal effects 
of the dead were deemed their rightful per- 
quisites. Nor were their operations con- 
fined to the river or the robbing of the dead. 
From the hills a watch was kept for the 
wagon trains of emigrants, and they were 
robbed of the money and portable valy- 


ables. Resistance often meent death, and 
that in those unsettled times went unpun- 
ished. The island was the stronghold of 
these freebooters. There they enjoyed the 
fruits of their predatory excursions in ai! 
kinds of orgies, and no ordinary Sherifi's 
posse could have taken them. 

The history of the island goes back to the 
days of the Spanish settlement, and the 
typical Spanish pirate made it his lair. Now 
it is given over to. market gardening and 
such peaceful uses, and is inhabited by in- 
offensive, industrious yeomen; but from 
time to time the old stories of the past aré 
revived by the finding of hidden treasure, 
generally m small amounts, but always in 
coin. As a rule, the dates of the coin ante- 
date the war, sometimes by many years, 
and occasionally old Spanish gold and silver 
is found mixed with early United States and 
9 * money. 

8 has given rise to extravagant tales 
about buried treasure on the island, and 
many have made diligent search for it.

is nothing but compulsory insurance. Work- 
ingmen can get insurance from accident 
companies cheaper than any railroad or 
other corporation will give them. Senator 
Peers told me last week that he would strike 
out the Davidson amendment, which with- 
holds the benefits of his measure from mem- 
bers of labor unions. But even if he drops 
this objectionable feature his measure will 
receive the disapproval of all workingmen. 

ve been all over the State and the senti- 
mént of the laboring classes is for a straight 
railfoad fellow-servant bill.

E. J. Scanlon, at one time President of the 
local branch of the American Labor Union, 
is well qualified to voice the feeling of the 
railroad men against the Peers bill, because 
he ig blacKlisted by the railroads, and 
hence he is not afraid of being discharged 
for talking. At the same time he meets 
many of his ol4 comrades, who still work 
in the yards, and they speak freely to him. 
When the reporter approached him on the 
subject, Scanlon said: 

“In the past week I have talked with over 
100 men who work in the yards, and they 
denounce the Peers bill as the work of the 
railroad attorneys. They see that it is a 
measure which has for its one object the 
death of labor organizations, that are the 
result of thirty years’ effort. 

The men do not want compulsory insur- 
ance, and they have the example of the 
Pennsylvania system to teach them what 
it means. The men on that line contribute 
out of their wages to the insurance fund. 
When they are injured or killed, they or 
their heirs sign a release which absolves the 
company from all responsibility for the ac- 
cident. When this release is signed, a 
board made up of heads of departments de- 
cides whether the man who has signed away 
his right of legal recourse shall receive any 
benefits from the insurance fund. The rail- 
road men in St. Louis and Missouri do not 
want angthing oF that kind. 

They would much sooner have no change 
made in the present law than submit to the 
Peers bill. Let me tell you, that if that 
measure passes the Legislature, railroad 
men will go to Jefferson City and ask Gov. 
Stone to veto it. The men who are risking 
their lives every minute they work want a 
straight fellow servant bill. 

These men who are in Jefferson City pass- 
ing as railroaders, members of the unions 
and opposed to a straight fellow servant bill, 
are ‘scabs.’ They do not belong to any union. 
I have been approached by persons in the 
service of the railroads and urged to go to 
Jefferson City to oppose a straight fellow 
servant bill. I Was told there was money in 
it, but I said I would sooner steal and go to 
the penitentiary than do a blackleg trick like 
that.

Maj. John B. Harlow, who was appointed 
a Civil Service Commissioner, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter when questioned as 
to his appointment: 

“The announcement of my appointment 
to one of the vacancies on the commission 
comes as a complete surprise to me. I had 
no intimation that my name would be con- 
@idered until a Post-Dispatch reporter

called on me Monday and informed me 
the announcement was contained in the 
Assoc Press dispatches. Saturday a 
gentleman spoke to me in regard to the 
appointment, but I had no reason to believe 
President Cleveland would consider me, I 
Was not an applicant.“ 

Do you believe in the civil service law?“ 

“I know it is a good thing. It is a fact 
and not a theory with me. I know it by 
experience, as I have worked under both 
systems. The law went into effect July 16, 

and Civil Service has been applied in 
St. Louis in accordance with the law ever 
since, so far is I am able to know. 

“I became a member of the local Board of 
Examiners in 1883 when the law went into 
effect. I served continuously up to 1890, 
when I was appointed Postmaster. I may 
say, in passing, that that appointment 
also came unsolicited. I was not an appli- 
cant for the position. My knowledge of 
the law was acquired through actual ex- 
perience with it. Before it went into effect 
we used to promote men upon their ability, 
as shown by practical tests and examina- 
tions as to their qualifications very similar 
to those now made. We found it a good 
thing then. That practice was in vogue 
in the St. Louis Post-office for several 
years prior to the passage of the law. 

“The law has grown until now the ex- 
cepted classes are getting smaller and 
smaller. Superintendents are no longer in 
the excepted class and there is opportunity 
for promotion right through the service. An 
Assistant Superintendent need not fear now 
to accept a deserved promotion for fear of 
stepping into an excepted class and even- 
tually losing his position through political 
preferment or prejudice. 

“During the twelve years that have inter- 
vened since the passage of the law civil ser- 
vice has advanced as rapidly as it could pos- 
sibly have been advanced, being so entirely 
new and different from the conditions that 
governed prior to that time. The present 
administration has done much toward ex- 
tending it.’’ 

Do you believe in extending civil ser- 
Vice to other branches of the government 
fervice?’’ — 

“Certainly I do. What has proven to be 
a goed thing in one branch of the service 
Vould not help being a good thing in other 
branches. As to extending the service I can- 
not say what the commission will do. We 
will be governed, I presume, by the work 
before us. No extension of the service will 
be attempted until the commission is able to 
handle the work. f 

“Civil service rules, are, after all, simply 
those that are observed privately by busi- 
ness men in every branch of trade. They 
only employ clerks after they have made 
at least a partial investigation of their mer- 
its and qualifications for the places they 
wish to fill, and promotions are made on the 
accuracy, skill, rapidity and reliability of 
the ties under consideration. The civil 
service examnations are simply a business 
method of finding out the fitness of the ap- 
plicant to fill the positions in the Govern- 
ment service. 

Now, as to whether I will have to make 
my home in Washington, I cannot say. 1 
don't know what my duties may require of 
me. The headquarters of the Commission 
are there, and I am satisfied the duties of 
the position are sufficient to keep me there, 
at least a great part of the time. I would 
not delegate to some one else duties which 
I ought to give my personal attention to. 
However, I really eannot say what I will 
do. My position here with the Bell Tele- 
phone Com y is very pleasant.“ 

Maj. Harlow entered the railway mail 
service in September, 1866, at the age of 22, 
just after the close of the war. He has been 

connected with the handling of Uncle 
Sam's mails continuously ever since, with 
the exception of the brief period interven- 
ing since his retrement from the Postmas- 
tership of St. Louis after the appointment 
of the present incumbent. He is a Repub- 
gg ut never was an active partisan.

THE COMMON SENSE OF IT. 


Mr. Selden Spencer’s. critics have 
rather the best of the argument, Wheth- 
er he knew it or not, there is little doubt 
that he was used by the Filley managers 
as an instrument for obstructing the en- 
actment of the Safety Committee’s elec- 
tion bill. In view of all the facts, it is 
difficult to avoid the conclusion that the 
Spencer or Filley bill was rushed through 
the House for the sole purpose of giving 
the Phelps-Filley combine a parliamen- 
tary advantage that could be used not 
only for blocking election legislation, but 
all other legislation that might come be- 
fore the General Assembly under the Gov- 
ernor’s call. 

Conceding this, what practical] bearing 
has it upon the existing situation? What 
is done is done and cannot be recalled. 
One election bill has passed the Senate 
and another has passed the House. These 
two bills are in the hands of a confer- 
ence committee. The vital point now is 
to persuade or compel the Conference 
Committee to take one of the bills and 
perfect it by amendment. If this work 
is undertaken with honest intentions, no 
one questions that either bill can be ma- 
terially improved. | 

It is not the time to encourage either 
house to stand uncompromisingly for 
its own bill. To do this is to endanger 
all election legislation. No matter what 
is the origin of the bills before them, the 
proper work for the conferrees is to get 
together on a bill that will prevent frauds 
at elections and that will be accepted by 
both houses. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that the 
Safety Committee’s bill is the better bill. 
It believes further that it should have 
been frankly accepted by both houses as 
the basis for legislative action. But the 
Post-Dispatch wants an election reform 
law. And as matters stand now, the only 
way to get such a law is to demand of 
the conferrees that they compromise mi- 
nor differences and report a bill that will 
accomplish the purpose which all good 


citizens have at heart.

THE PINE STREET JOB. 


The Post-Dispatch is.informed on ex- 
cellent authority that plans have been 
laid to rush the Pine Street Railway bill 
through the Municipal Assembly before 
the law providing for the sale of fran- 
chises goes into effect. 

The granting of this franchise by sale 
under the law would be an outrage on the 
people. It is opposed by the residents 
of Pine street, who have vigorously re- 
monstrated against laying tracks on 
their street, and are now doing all in 
their power to prevent the passage of the 
bill. 

But if all the residents of Pine street 
signed a petition for the bill the Muni: 
cipal Assembly should refuse to pass it 
on the ground that it fs contrary to pub- 
lic interests. Pine street is the sole re- 
maining drifteway unobstructed by street 
ear tracks between the downtown dis- 
trict and Forest Park. It is the only 
street on whith. visitors to the city or 
residents can drive from downtown to the 
Park and the finest residence district in 
the city. New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and all other cities with 
parks make it a special object to pre- 
serve unobstructed park boulevards for 
driving purposes alone. 

Public sentiment will not brook ruining 
all the Park approaches with street car 
tracks. St. Louis should have three or 
four clear driveways to Forest Park. 
To give all to the street car compani 
would be intolerable. 

But if the reasons for granting 
franchise were as strong as the 
against it, rushing the bill throt

The issue is plainer now than it was 
last week, and it cannot be dodged. The 
Peers bill is a Railroad Lobby bill, Cur- 
rent rumor at Jefferson City says that. 
it was prepared by railroad ‘attorneys. 
Whether this be so or not, the General 
Solicitors of the three largest railroad 
corporations in the State took the trouble 
to go to Jefferson City to give the Peers 
bill their indorsement. After failing in 
trying to arrange a compronfise with the 
Governor, those gentlemen went before 
the Senate Labor Committee and sought 
to induce that committee to agree to 
the Peers bill. It was thereby made 
manifest that if the railroads did not 
actually prepare the bill, they sent their 
heavy-weight officials to Jefferson City 
to induce the friends of Fellow-servant 
legislation and the enemies of the Lobby 
to indorse it. Asif this were not enough, 
the railfoad lobby is working earnestly 
and energetically for it. 

Since the Peers bill has been rejected 
by the Governor and by. the anti-lobby 
Senators, it is now the recognized meas- 
ure of the railroads. It has received their 
open indorsement and support. It is the 
Lobby’s device for defeating the Fellow- 
servant legislation demanded by the peo- 
ple. 

This is now plain. Any Senator vot- 
ing for the Peers bill. votes for the lobby 
and against the people.

FAIR WARNING. 


Chief Lobbyist Phelps is soothing the 
fears of his legislative tools and trying 
to entrap ethers into his net by dilating 
on the short memory of the people and 
the long arm of the railroads. It is re- 
ported to the Post-Dispatch that he 
sneeringly said, the other day, that sixty 
days after the Legislature had adjourned 
the silver fight would be on and the 
people would have forgotten all about the 
fight in the Legislature and the railroad 
lobby. He added significantly that the 
men who would be left were the men who 
fought the railroads. 

This prediction of Col. Phelps’ may be 
justified by past experience, but it is 
twaddle now, and the legislators wao 
hearken to it will be grossly deceived. 
The Post-Dispatch will faithfully keep 
its promise to inform the people of the 
conduct of their Senators and Represen- 
tatives and remind them of it when oc- 
casion arises. 

The Post-Dispatch warns the members 
of the Legislature that at the close of 
the session the record of every man will 
be published, and when members of the 
General Assembly are to be nominated 
next year the record of every candidate 
who served in this General Assembly will 
be republished. Every legislator who 
serves the lobby will be publicly posted 
as the servant of the lobby. 

Henceforth the memory of the lobby 
and its henchmen will be kept green.

A THIRD TERM FOR CLEVELAND. 


What was at first irresponsible gossip 
concerning President Cleveland’s nomi- 
nation for a third term has been given 
significance by the utterances of promi- 
nent men who are close to the Adminis- 
tration. 

There is no reason to believe that this 
third term talk is inspired by the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Cleveland would no doubt be 
glad to retire at the close of his present 
term of office, and would not prompt.an 
utterance or a movement looking to his 
renomination. 

But the fact that the President does not 
want to succeed himself would not stand 
in the way of his renomination if that 
result would further the purposes of the 
men whose views are in harmony with 
the Administration and who look upon 
Mr. Cleveland as the strongest defender 
of their interests. If the plutocratic 
sound-money elements should conclude 
that their only chance to win js to split 
the Democratic party they well know 
that they have powerful levers to bend 
Mr. Cleveland to their purpose in his 
egotism and his firm belief that he is di- 
vinely consecrated to save his party and 
the country from what he regards as 
dangerous political heresies. They could 
easily bring flattery and other influences 
to bear upon him which might lead him 
to regard it as his duty to take a third 
term nomination as the only means of 
averting the triumph of policies which 
he has bitterly antagonized. 1 

It would be a characteristic close to Mr. 
Cleveland’s political career if he should 
serve as a wedge to split the Democratic 
party and destroy its usefulness as a 
champion and defender of its people's 
interests.

The New York newspapers report a 
meeting of the Board of Village Trus- 
tees of New Rochelle, which demon- 
strates that there is a gratifying amount 
of “political virility’ in that suburban 
town. a ; 

The occasion for this exhibition of the 
spoils system in practical operation was 
the election of a Village clerk. The room 
in which the Board met was crowded with 
patriots who fairly  effervesced with 
“virility.” When the chairman an- 
nounced that the election of the clerk 
was in order the “virility’ broke all 
bounds. “Railings were broken, dnd the 
people crowded wildly into the trustees’ 
room, and Judge Shannon and ex-Alder- 
man McNamara, who were leaders of 
the rival factions touching the clerk busi- 
ness, met in the melee. An oath from the 
ex-Alderman was met with a blow from 
the Judge, who was in turn smitten in 
the face by Redmond, and after this 
every man smote the face that was near- 
est aim.

GEN, UNDERWOOD EXPLAINS. 


In Behalf of Confederate Veterans He 
Writes a Letter. 


CHICAGO, May 14.—So many statements 
have gone abroad in other cities than Chi- 
cago as a result of Department Com- 
mander Thayer’s recent letter to the Mass- 
achusetts G. A. R. protesting against the 
proposed dedication of the Confederate 
monument at Oakwoods Cemetery on Me- 
morial day, that many persons deeply in- 
terested in the event believe a part of the 
public has been led to misconstrue the 
significance of the ceremonies to be per- 
formed. Ever since the bitter attack was 
made, Gen. Underwood, Commander of the 
Division of the North United Confederate 


Veterans, has kept silent, but the protest 
has caused so much comment from some 
quarters that he deemed it advisable to issue 
a letter defining his position. The letter, 
which is addressed to the Citizens of the 
United States, a Re-United People of One 
Nation,’’ says in part: 

The permission to erect a monument over 
the remains of 6,000 Southern soldiers in 
Oakwoods Cemetery was granted by the 
Secretary of War. Accordingly, a fund was 
raised, two-thirds of which having been 
contributed by the citizens of Chicago, and 
the monument as it stands was erected un- 
der the direct provision of the permit that 
eminated from the War Department. 

“Last Decoration Day a number of G. A. 
R. posts joined with the Confederate camp 
in the memorial exercises and profusely 
decorated the Confederate graves with 
Northern flowers—the Southern men re- 
turning the courtesy by decorating the 
graves of the Union soldiers in the same 
cemetery. On that occasion Maj. H. G. 
Purinton, Commander of Columbia Post, 
No. 706, G..A. R., suggested that the monu- 
ment be dedicated the next Decoration 
Day, May 30, 1895, that G. A. R. veterans, 
because of its being a holiday, might at- 
tend and take’ part in the ceremony. The 
holiday feature of the day applying, as 
well as to my own command, that day was 
selected and without any thought or in- 
tention of infringing upon a perogative of 
the G. A. R. 

“I am the recipient of letters from Lieut.- 
Gen. John M. Schofield, Commanding the 
United States Army, and an indorsement 
on the back of his photograph by Gen. 
Thos. G. Lawler, Commander-in-Chief G. 
A. R., each commending the monumenting 
of the remains of my dead comrades. It is 
. to refer to such high and dis- 
nterested approval of humanitarian acts, 
and although at this juncture no @haracter 
of discussion is desired, still I deem it en- 
tirely right and p r to announce that in 
monumenting the Confederate dead every 
observance of law was complied with and 
no purpose of unearthing the dead Con- 
federacy, of acting disloyaly or flaunting 
the Confederate flag that went down at 
Appomattox was for a m ment entertained, 
the only purpose of the li Confederates 
being to monument the fortitude and 
bravery constituting the heroi 
3 soldiers Who surrende their 
ives under the most trying circumstances 
imaginable, and by so doing have added a 
page to the renown of the American 
unteer. I wil in command during the 
dedication of the Confederate monument 
on the morning of May 30 next, and know in 
advance that neither an unpatriotic senti- 
ment nor disloyal word will uttered, ana 
I will personally see that the stars and 
stripes are alone given to the breeze on that 
occasion.“ f

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"POINTERS ON CARICATURING. 


Siam, Opper and “Zim” Tell of Their 


Work in This Field—Its  . 
Great Growth. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. . 

I think that Americans have a greater 
appreciation than any other people of wit, 
humor and especially of caricature, em- 
bracing both—and it is owing to this ap- 
preciation that the comic papers have such 
a large circulation. 

Caricature is a considerable power in 
every country where it is allowed to be used. 
In Russia it is not permitted to caricature 
public officials; it is a crime punishable by 
a trio to Siberia to caricature the Czar. 


How Grover Cleveland must sigh for a 
Siberia! On several occasions Judge has 
been prohibited in Russia, and copies have 
been returned with whole pages defaced. 

This is an age of caricature, and Amer- 
ica, with its ample material, is a glorious 
field for it. There is no other art so well 
paid for, and the caricaturist is literally in 
clover. 

Much of this is owing to Thomas Nast, 
the widely known caricaturist for Harper's 
Weekly, who I look upon as the modern 
originator of true caricature in this coun- 
try. There were caricaturists here before 
his time, but the art was not really of any 
influence until he used it with such ter- 
rific effect on the New York politicians; 
he fairly astonished the public, had a large 
share in smashing the local political rings, 
and, what is more, pointed out the way for 
the artists who succeeded him. I always 
thought the Harper’s Weekly made a se- 
rious mistake when it permitted him to 
leave its staff. 

With regard to the make-up of the car- 
toon I have always found that the simpler 
its construction the better it took! with 
the public. If you seé a cartoon with a 
multitude of figures in its composition you 
may fairly make up your mind that the ar- 
tist had not a proper subject (or idea“) 
and so made up for the deficiency by build- 
ing up as good a picture as he could. 

The general public of to-day have become 
educated in art, and appreciates it all the 
more when it is an exponent of ridicule— 
a censor of the public officer, or a critic of 
social customs. It is seldom, I might say 
never, used against the private individual. 

Ridicule, as rendered by the caricaturists, 
has often proved more effective than more 
serious arguments of the literary men. 
This may perhaps be accounted for from the 
fact that the pictures appeal at once to 
the eye and understanding and sometime 
to the over busy American who wants to 
come, see and conclude simultaneously.

And I claim that the man who can do 
all this so successfully as to win the sup- 
port of the publishers and the approval of 
the public is an artist of the most genuine 
kind, and his work has as much “‘to do with 
art“ as the work of any other sort of artist. 

And I make bold to offer it as my opinion 
that it would have to be a mighty good,

Frederick Opper Writes of Its Humor 
and Faithfulness.

I knew a man once who had a very posi- 

tive way of expressing his opinions and a 

_firmly-rooted belief in the great value of 
the opinions themselves. He also had a 
marvelous faculty for being mistaken.

ADVANCES IN SHOES. 


St. Louis Has Maintained Low Prices 
by Judicious Early Buying. 


Eastern shoe men have made a general 
advance on all grades which. will seriously 
affect the trade, as the jobbers must pay 
more for their goods and, necessarily, 
charge the retailer more for them. The ad- 


vance has been felt to a lesser degree in St. 
Louis than in any other shoe center. The 
reason for this is that in St. Louis the man- 
ufacturers anticipated their needs in leather 
and bought early in the season much more 
heavily than usual. 

The advance in leather is attributed to the 
decrease in the number of cattle killed and 
the manipulations of the leather trust. 

The Chicago Times-Herald recently stated 
that representatives of the leading jobbing 
houses of that city had combined in a gen- 
eral advance on shoes, in some cases 25c per 


such combine but are dealing individually 
with customers and giving them the bene- 
fit of the lowest possible prices. 

I. H. Sawyer of the Brown Shoe Company 
says St. Louis manufacturers have made 
less of an advance than those of any other 
market. “I can conscientiously say,“ he 
said, “that this is the case and it is due 
to the fact that in St. Louis we protected 
ourselves by buying leather and such East- 
ern made shoes as we needed, in large quan- 
tities. We have, therefore, made nq ad- 
vanees that we could avoid. The only ad- 
vances have been in cases where we have 
had to pay more ourselves. Owing to the 
low prices. we have been making we have 
been selling enormous quantities of shoes 
and our stocks may run low if the trade 
keeps up. In that event we will be forced to 
make some advances. This house alone has 
received orders to-day for $60,000 worth of 
shoes.“ 0 
D. Balderston, a zubber shoe salesman 
of 8 said: “Bron what I can gather 
the advance in shoes is due to the scarcity 
of leather consequent on the scarcity of 
hides. Manufacturers have been making 
shoes at very low prices and it seems to me 
that present or higher prices have come 
to stay. The raising of cattle seems to have 
dropped off materially and the leather 
trust seems to have taken a hand in the 
matter, causing a scarcity of both hides and 
leather.“ 

John C. Roberts of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Company, said in his opinion, the high 
price of leather and hides was due to the 
smaller number of cattle being Killed. He 
did not think the leather trust had much 
to do with it. He had heard of large . — 
leather buyers being in this country. here 
has not been nearly so much of an advance 
on shoes in this market as in some other 
cities, probably because we anticipated the 
advance and bou me peeve both of leather 

Eastern made shoes.“ 

Mater Tennent of the Tennent-Stribling 
Shoe Company, said: As far as I am able 
to judge, the advance is due largely to the 
manipulations of the leather trust and toa 
general scarcity of hides as well. I can safe- 
ly say that in St. Louis the advance in 
shoes has been nothing to compare with 
that made in the East.“

GIVEN SEVERE SENTENCES. 


Men Who Wrecked a Train During the 


Pullman Strike. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., May 14.—Judge 
Taylor has sentenced Wm. Sourwine to the 
Penitentiary for eight years on a plea of 
guilty to helping wreck the Big Four pas- 
senger train at Fontaine, near this city, on 
July 12, last, during the Pullman strike. 
Engineer Moehrman and Fireman Fleck 
were killed in the wreck. Attorneys repre- 
senting the prosecution made a proposition 
to the attorneys of Geo. Roberts, another of 
the train-wreckers, that he plead guilty to 
manslaughter and receive eight years. Rog- 
ers was the first of the train-wreckers to 
confess and upon trial by a jury was given a 
life sentence. This arrangement will prob- 
ably be carried out. Three more prisoners 
on this charge remain to be tried on June 25, 
Fred McDonald, Chas. Miller and Fred Ep- 
pert, é 


Martial Law at Altman. 


DENVER, Colo., May 14 — Altman is un- 
der martial law on account of the shooting 
of Jack Smith, alias June J. Johnson, who 
led the striking miners against the Deputy 
Sheeiffs last year. Marshal Kelly shot and 
killed Smith and George Pabst after they 
had fired at him. * 

Johnson belonged to a noted Southern 
family. His father edited the leading Demo- 
cratic paper in Arkansas before the war, 
and was a candidate for Governor in 1860. 
Johnson's friends swear they will avenge 
his death.

FRANKFORT, Ind., May 14.—John Green, 
a tailor, attacked P. E. Edmunds, his em- 
ployer, with a pair of scissors, and Ed- 
munds fatally shot him.

A HEAVY TRACK PROBABLE. 


Jack McDonald’s Rubican and Fred 


Foster’s Dr. Rice Seem to Be Most 
Fancied by the Bettors. 


The Brooklyn handicap, at one mile and 
a quarter, will be run at Gravesend to- 
morrow, when the spring meeting of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club is inaugurated. 
Heretofore this race, on account of its 
great value, has attracted attention in 


turf circles all over the world. This year, 
however, the suppression of bookmakin 
and pool-selling in New York State caus 
the Brooklyn club to diminish its value to 
such an extent that it will not be worth as 
much as some of the big Western events. 

Nevertheless a high class of horses are 
entered and from a racing standpoint the 
contest should prove as interesting as ever. 
St. Louisans are particularly worked u 
over the race, because the owner, Fre 
Foster, of one of the favorites, Dr. Rice, 
has become a resident of this city and in- 
tends to make it his home hereafter. Dr. 
Rice won the Brooklyn last year, with the 
incomparable Fred Taral in the saddle, and 
he goes to the post again ‘to-morrow with 
the same jockey astride him. 

He will carry ten pounds more than he 
had up last year. Figuring him with Rubi- 
con, however, this is only a penalty of 
three pounds for his easy victory last sea- 
son. Under the scale of weights as a 5-year- 
old he would be asked to give Rubicon, who 
is a 4-year-old, seven pounds. The Eastern 
handicappers fancy Rubicon and he is un- 
doubtedly a greatly improved horse. His 
performances have been more consistent 
than those of Dr. Rice and he possesses 
more speed than Rey El Santa Anita. In 
Sir Walter or Ramapo, however, he may 
find a foeman worthy of his steel, for both 
have demonstrated they ability to carry 
weight at top racing speed. 

Bassettlaw is one of the dangerous horses. 
He ran a good fourth last year. He had up 
one pound more than Dr. Rice and this 
year Foster’s horse is conceding him eleven 
pounds. This fact should not be overlooked 
by the guessers. Declare has not done well 
this spring. Sir Knight, Song and Dance 
and Herald are not thought to have class 
enough. Sister Mary, if she starts, will be in 
the race to make pace for Rey El Santa 
Anita. He is a strong running horse, but 
may lack the necessary dash at the end. 
With Tarral in the saddle Dr. Rice will get 
a great ride, but he will have to run a fast 
race to beat Rubicon.
